Cincinnati, Ohio, Feb. 12. In 
the 


United States circuit of appeals, Judge 
W. H. Taft heard arguments this after- 
noon for over three hours on the appli- 
cations for injunction against the Ken- 
tucky state board of election commis- 
sioners and the contestants 
for the 


state offices other than governor and 
lieutenant governor. 


The laige court room was unable to 


hold ail *ho sought admission. Very 
many of the visitors 
were from the 


Kentucky side, notably, the plaintiffs 
against the state board, who are citi- 
zens of Covington. The 
Republican 


state officers were also present but the 
only one of the detendants in attend- 
ance was Judge Poyntz of the state 
board There were quite a number pres- 
ent from Frankfort and Louisville. 


The plaintiits weie 
represented by 


Bradley, Wilson) Sweeney and Yost, all 
of Kentucky. The defendants were rep- 
lesented by Scott, Hendnck, Hager and 
Maxwell, the larter being a member of 
the bar of Cincinnati and the others of 
Kentucky. 


Ex-Oovernor Bradley made a plain 


statement of tbe ground upon which 
the action of the court is invoked. Af- 
ter reciting the provisions by which 
the state board of elections is convert- 
ed into a board of contest, he declared 
that they weie entirely repugnant to 
the Republican form 
of government 


which provides for three distinct de- 
partments. 
He asserted 
that 
this 


board of contest had been made 
a 


judicial body by the Goebel law. Judge 
Taft inquired whether the Goebel law 
had been passed upon by the court of 
appeals. Governor Bradley said that it 
had, but his contention was that nev- 
ertheless, in case he should sl«v tbe 
law to be in contravention of tuft fed- 
eral constitution, this court cou7J be 
invoked. Judge Taft replied that a de- 
cision of the state court on the consti- 
tutionality of the law did not necess- 
arily prevent jurisdiction by the United 
States court ot appeals where a proper 
case should be shown Governor Brad- 
ley then went on to show in what re- 
spect the Goebel law deprived citizens 
of their rights. He spoke of the situa- 
tion in Kentucky with regard to these 
complainants having been given certi- 
ficates of election by a vote of 2 to 1 
and that one now a member of the 
board which was about to pass upon 
the contests instituted by the candi- 
dates opposed by the plaintiffs. 
That 


one, he said, had already officially de- 
clared that tbe board had the power 
to go behind the returns and thus to 
exercise judicial powers. The other two 
members had likewise in advance of 
their election, declared their intention 
to oust these plaintiffs. 


Going Into the argument for the jur- 


isdiction of this court, he said that 
this section had its basis in the pro- 
visions of the fourteenth amendment 
of the federal constitution. He quoted 
Justice Harlan as saying that a state 
may not disregard by any of its agents 
the provision of this section by taking 
life, liberty or property without due 
process of law. 


He defined the meaning of liberty so 


as to include In it the right to vote, 
to have the vote counted and the offi- 
cers elected permitted to exercise the 
functions of their offices. 


Judge Taft here asked if the right to 


vote was granted by the 14th amend- 
ment to women. 


Mr. Bradley replied that, while wo- 


men had not the right to vote, it was 
nevertheless true that authorized elect- 
ors were entitled to protection by the 
federal covrts aj-ainst any state agent 
which undertook to nullify that vote. 


Lawrence Maxwell, Jr., of the defend- 


ants, made an argument on the proposi- 
tions that this court had no jurisdiction 
because the petitlc-ns did not present a 
case of equity and did not fall under 
the provisions of the 14th amendment 
of the United States Constitution. He 
said the position of these complainants 
•ftas in court of settlement by a state 
tribunal. Contest proceedings in their 
cases were pending 
This condition 


presented none of the- features of an 
equity case. 


Mr. Maxwell recited cases In which 


it had been held that the court had no 
power to interfere in the removal of 
an officer, and that courts of equity 
took cognizance only of civil and prop- 
erty rights. He claimed there was no 
ground whatever for federal Interfer- 
ence. Referring to the claim under 
the 14tb amendment, he said the right 
to hold an office, In the state of Ken- 
tucky was not one of the rights guaran- 
teed by that amendment These offi- 
cers were creations of the state of 
Kentucky and the right to hold them 
could not be construed into one of the 
rights designated In the amendment re- 
ferred to. 


Mr. A. E. Wilson, for the plaintiffs, 


followed. He read authorities on the 
subject of jurisdiction of a court under 
the 14th amendment of the 
United 


States Constitution. He characterized 
this court as one free from tbe excite- 
ment and partisanship that existed In 
Kentucky. These plaintiffs, he said, 
have come here as a last resort so the 
people ot Kentucky should have the 
right recognized by the constitution Of 
Kentucky before they took tbe law in- 
to their own bands to make a new con- 
stitution. 


Mr. J. A. Scott, for the defendants, 


made the polnttha.t the court could not 
Interfere to prevent tbe future action 
ot the board ot contest He said the 
only real .attack which had been nude 
on tbe GoebeJ lav was that It provided 
that all the election commissioners 
throughout the state should be partisan 
Democrats. -'Re ridiculed tbe idea of 
makfbg this tho ground of 
'Ol this court*aniTInfllBted^-that the. 


of the. Constitution. He argued against 
the jurisdiction of this court. 


Governor Bradley In his closing ar- 


gument insisted that the contest board 
being made into a court was repugnant 
to the constitution of Kentucky, which 
specified what courts should be creat- 
ed. The attempt to confer judicial au- 
thority on this board deprived these 
plaintiffs of their rights and gave this 
court jurisdiction. In reply to a ques- 
tion by the court. Governor Bradley 
said he did claim that these 
offices 


were property. He closed by the dec- 
laration that there was no remedy in 
the state courts and that equity had 
jurisdiction where common law failed, 
and even where equity could better re- 
dress the injury than could the com- 
mon law. 
After the conclusion of the arguments

THE ARCHITECT'S DESCRIPTION 


The proposed public library is to be 


erected on the browlof State street hill, 
facing State street, the lat 66 feet wide, 
sloping from Stetson square to French 
street, 190 feet, andj^alling 24 feet be- 
tween its highest and lowest points 
This site given by N C Ayer to the 
library in 1894, is on the»east side, and 
marks the dividing line between the 
business and residential 
portions of 


the city forming an agreeable balance

church, whose

Mr. Butler 


began a speech on his substitute for 
the Senate bill entitled "An act to es- 
tablish a unit; of account" 
He main- 


tained that under the Constitution Con- 
gress had unlimited authority to manu- 
facture money out of gold or silver or 
paper, or of either of these or all of 
them. 


He declared that there was but one 


question in the making of money, and 
that was. "How much?" Congress had 
authority to make the money out of 
anything it desired, and It happened 
that the wealthy classes always desired 
It made of the dearer material. No mat- 
ter what the I money was made of, he 
said, the country would prosper pro- 
vided Congress would so regulate its 
supply as to meet the demands of bus- 
iness. 


In conclusion Mr. 
Butler said his 


amendment provided that the green- 
back, the patriotic friend of the people, 
the king of money that did not desert 
the people when trouble came, should 
he used as money instead of gold and 
silver. In five years, he said, the na- 
tional debt could be extinguished. This 
plan was not received with favor by 
those who control the finances of the 
government, but he believed it would 
he best for the people. At the conclu- 
sion of Mr. Butler's speech the Senate 
went Into executive session and at 5 10 
P. M. adjourned. 


HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 


Washington, Feb. 12. An important 


bill was passed by the House today 
which makes universally applicable the 
law that now permits the transit of 
goods in bond through certain parts of 
the United Spates. Under It, goods in 
bond can be shipped through any port 
of the territory of the United States 
to foreign ports. It is principally de- 
signed to give the transportation com- 
panies of the [United States a share of 
the transcontinental trade to the Ori- 
ent 
The bill also repeals the law of 


March 1, 1895, prohibiting the 
ship- 


ment of goods in bond to the Mexican 
Free Zone. The latter provision was 
fought by Mr.j Stephens of Texas. The 
remainder of [the day was occupied in 
passing the private pension bills favor- 
ably acted upon at last Friday night's 
session and in1 District of Columbia le»-- 
islation.

PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 


At the opening of the House Monday, 


the 35 private pension bills favorably 
acted upon by the committee of the 
whole at last' Friday night's session 
were passed, j 


A resolution to print 15,000 copies of 


the report of the Philippine commission 
was adopted. 


This being District of Columbia day, 


the House then proceeded to the con- 
sideration of [business relating to the 
district.

After disposing of half a dozen dis- 


trict bills. Mr.j Payne (N. Y.), chairman 
of the ways and means committee, call- 
ed Up the bill to permit transit through 
the United States of goods In bond with- 
out the payment of duties. The bill 
has a proviso; suspending Its operation 
so far as goods bound for the Mexican 
Free Zone are concerned. 


Mr. Payne explained that the bill was 


designed to broaden the scope of the 
present law so as to penult the trans- 
shipment of goods across the United 
States, no matter what their destina- 
tion might be. The free zone provis- 
ion was designed to prevent smuggling. 
Mr. Payne said that he would yield to 
Mr. Grosvenor (Ohio) to 
offer 
an 


amendment to the provision. It was 
offered and proposed to substitute for 
It an amendment to repeal the Joist 
resolution of March 1.1895. to prohibit 
the entry ot goods Into the free zone ot 
Mexico.

Mr. Cooperl (Texas), the author of

SECRETARY OF MINES PROPOSED. 


Washington, Feb. 12. A new cabinet 


officer, to be known as the secretary 
of mines and mining, is provided in the 
bill favorably acted on today by the 
House committee on mines and mining. 
The bill creates an executive depart- 
ment which shall have entire charge 
ot affairs relating to mines, including 
the geological survey. The proposed 
secretary of mines is to have the same 
rank and salary of other cabinet offi- 
cers and an assistant secretary is given 
the same standing as the first assistant 
secretary of the interior. 


Another mining measure favorably 


acted on establishes minting experi- 
ment stations in each ot the mining 
states, similar to agricultural experi- 
ment stations, and provides for the ap- 
pointment of a government geologist at 
$3600 a year and an assayist at $2500, in 
the several mining states. These offi- 
cers are to furnish assays, issue public 
bulletins and conduct explorations of 
mining regions. 
FOR GOVERNMENT CABLE LINE. 
Washington, Feb. 12. A bill was in- 


troduced in the Senate today by Sena- 
tor Foster of Washington, providing 
for the construction of a government 
cable line from the United States to the 
Philippines. The distinguishing feat- 
ure of the bill is that it requires that 
the cable shall be laid from some point 
on the coast of the state of Washington 
and that it shall run via Alaska and 
north of the Aleutian Islands to the is- 
land of Attu, and thence to the bound- 
ary between Russia and Japan, and 
thence with several stops to the Jfnll- 
Mppines. An independent cable from 
San Francisco to Hawaii is provided 
for. 
WILL \AWAIT ACTION OF CON- 


ORESS. 


Washington, Feb. 12. Senator Cul- 


lom was at the White House today and 
had a conference with the President in 
regard to the status of legislation be- 
fore Congress affecting the Hawaiian 
islands. The President had had under 
consideration the expediency of asking 
Congress to pass some temporary leg- 
islation which would enable the local 
government 
to 
provide for natives 


whose houses had been burned to stop 
the spread of the bubonic plague, and 
to succor those In distress. Senator 
Cullom, however, expressed the belief 
that Congress would very soon pass a. 
bill providing for a permanent govern- 
ment for the islands, and that tnis 
measure would be amply sufficient to 
meet the existing conditions. The 
President, therefore, will await the ac- 
tion of Congress on the pending bill. 


A SENATE BILL APPROVED. 
Washington, Feb. 12. The President 


has approved the Senate bill which in 
effect provides tha^ t|ie discrimination 
duty of one dollar altpn levied on Cu- 
ban vessels shall cea^e. and that the 
tonnage dues which have been collected 
on these vessels since the treaty of 
pace was signed shall be refunded. 
NAVY DEPARTMENT WILL CON- 


TROL. 


Washington, Feb. 12. The President 


has Issued an executive order placing 
the island of Tutuila under the control 
of the navy department. Assistant Sec- 
retary Allen is charged with the ad- 
ministration of this and other islands 
under the jurisdiction of the navy de- 
partment. 


NOMINATION CONFIRMED. 


Washington, Feb. 12. The Senate to- 


day confirmed the nomination of Mrs. 
Bertha Honore Palmer of Illinois to be 
a commissioner to the Paris exposition. 


FOR STATUE OF LINCOLN. 


Washington, Feb. 12. Representa- 


tive Lorimer (111.) today introduced a 
bill for the erection in Washington of 
a statue of Lincoln, and appropriat- 
ing $600.000 for that purpose. 


Mr. Van Diver of Missouri intro- 


duced a bill prohibiting corporations, 
trusts, etc., from contributing to cam- 
paign funds or for influencing or in- 
timidating employes.

we had to cross a i iver before we could 
each the tow n. After we got vnto the 
own we had to fight our way to the 
Dther end of it. 


"The blacks fought hard. We lost 
8 men in that fight Gen. Lawton was 
killed abort 20 yards from where I 
stood firing at a man who was shooting 
rom a tree, and he was the very man 
who killed the general. I kept shooi- 
ng until he fell from the tree. 


"It Is hard on these islands. Some- 


imes we do not get anything to eat 
or three or four days. I don't under- 
stand why the Filipinos don't quit 
fighting, because so many of them get 
killed in every fight they run into. 


"I always thought that war was fun, 


mt there is no fun in It when wen are 
ailing around me " 
Fort De France, Island of Martinique, 


Feb 12, via HayHen Cables. "The 
white inhabitants of Le Francois being 
threatened with death by the rioting 
strikers, have sought refuge here, the

There 


has been considerable talk regarding 
the position a boxer shall take when he 
las floored his opponent. 
Some say 


he should be sent to a neutral corner 
until the man arises. Ten feet back 
Is the distance prescribed In the rules 
offered. 
I have noticed that fighters 


when they put a man down > are over 
anxious to get to him the minute he is 
up. Sometimes the referee is compelled 
to warn a man back. When Jack Mc- 
Bormick and "Kid" McCoy fought at 
Jhicago last summer there was an 
illustration of this. McCoy floored Mc- 
Cormlck early In the first round and I 
had to push him back to keep him from 
being almost on top of McCormick. It 
may not be the business of the referee 
to prevent a man from committing a 
foul, 
but some fouls allowed would 


make short bouts and deprive the pub- 
ic of seeing a satisfactory contest. To 
cover this point a rule is offered pro- 
riding that If the man fouled Is not 
njured or in any way Incapacitated for 
the flght It shall be continued with a 
warning. 
Palpably intentional fouls 


must always be dealt with severely. 


The question of a glove bursting or 


coming off came up in the 
Jcffries- 


Sharky flght. It. seems to me proper 
hat the referee in such a case should 
order the men to their corners and tbe 
glove replaced to the satisfaction of 
the-referee. This, I think, will remove 
all complaint and be fair to both men. 
The proposed rules place a great deal 
ot power with the referee. For 
in- 


stance, if a second throws up the 
sponge when his man is apparently 
able to go on the referee shall order 
the fight continued. There .is one in- 
stance I know o f when a man in a 
bout In Chicago was deprived of con- 
tinuing because his second grew too 
anxious and tossed a sponge Into the 
center of the ring. The boxer was so 
chagrined that he cried.

She walked 
up to the porter, placed the baby in his 
arms, put the grip and bandbox at his 
feet, laid the bundles on the box, 
stuck the umbrella beneath his arm 
and then before he knew what she was 
about deliberately tied the dog to his 
leg. The woman was free to get at her 
purse, and the porter did not even 
blink an eye. 


This bit of natural history is given 


by a correspondent of the Rockland 
Opinion: "The clam's body is com- 
pletely shrouded in the mantle except 
for two openings, through one of which 
the foot can be pushed out, while the 
other is for the siphon—what is com- 
monly known as the "neck" of the 
clam. In some respects, the clam may 
be better off than other folks; for he 
has a little brain in his foot. He also 
has a ' gland which secretes strong 
fibres, from which he spins a 'byssus,' 
and by it can attach himself to any 
object he likes. He d6es not have to 
search for food, but waits for it to 
come to him, and It-always docs. He 
makes for himself a burrow in the mud 
or sand and attaches himself to the 
bottom by his byssus. Then he thrusts 
his siphon up through the mud and 
water, aud thus maintains communica- 
tion with his world. The siphon has 
two tubes, the water flowing in through 
one and out through the other. The 
clam lives on tbe minute organisms, 
animal and vegetable, found in the 
water—and gets a living that is so sat- 
isfactory to him that he has come to be 
adopted as a type of contentment." 


This story is told of a Brooklyn
